Other like unto it. Besides, it 
equally well in the shade aa in tbv »"s 
where the ground is risk and cool, and 
not too dry. 

Tke neat in point of beauty is fke Amer- 
icas arbor vit». It is perfectly hardy-~e 
fast grower — can be pruned to suit the 
fancy without the least danger, and though 
in winter it becomes somewhat rusty in 
appearance, it soon cast* this aside when 
spring opens, and puts on for the season 
iu compact, graceful living green. The 
objection to it is, that it will not do unless 
it has plenty of shade; nor will the other 
arbor vitas. The Chinese arbor vita* dees 
not stand our winters fully, becomes rag- 
ged and is not to be recommended. The 
Siberian arbor vitif ia perfectly hardy, and 
some think handsomer (we do not ) than 
the American ; but it does not anawer as 
well for hedges, and cannot »* pruned to 
so aauoh advantage. 

The Norway spruce is occasionally nsed 
for hedges, but it require.- great attention 
to pruning, to keep it within proper bounds, 
and then it is only adapted to very large 
lawns or fields, it is quite out of place 
where the space is contracted. 

There is nothing that adds so much to 
the adornment of a premises, after well- 
cultivated evergreen trees, than these per- 
petually leaved hedges. Dut just in the 
same proportion that they are attractive, 
are they the reverse if uot properly man- 
aged. Nothing looks meaner than a nag- 
lected hedge, or an evergreen tree. When- 
ever we encounter them, as U frequently 
the case, ws feel a sort of resentment 
against those who inflict such an eyesore 
upon good sense and taste, and desire to 
cultivate things in which they have not 
been educated, or have no instructor on the 
premises. 

Where shall we get our evergreens? is a 
question frequently asked of us. We can 
give all inquirers but one answer. Read 
the advertisements which appear from time 
to time in our columns under the broad 
heading of "The Field and Garden, ' nud 
choose one of the many goo t nursery es- 
tablishments printed there, visit the nur- 
sery, and make your own selections, lie 
careful to avoid "country trees," hawked 
about in wagons, or sold at auction, as not 
one in a doten will grow, and that one you 
will wish hadu t ! We would not pay one 
dollar for a thousand of them, except for 
pea brush. As to the time of setting ou* 
hedges, we prefer from the middle of 
March to the middle of May. They can. 
however, be set out now aud during this 
month, a period which is most approved 
of by some nurserymen. We have no 
doubt but that it will answer well euotigh, 
for there is no surer plant or tree to grow 
than the family of evergreens. 

A Good Smokehouse.— We find the fol- 
lowing in tke Western llural, with the 
above caption i 

We lately observed a well-planned 
smokehouse on the premises of a good 
farmer, worthy of a brief description. It 
waa about 0 feet square, the lower half 
built of brick, furnished with an iron-lined 
door, and t-irving as an ash-house and 
place for the fire. The upper part, about 4 
feet high, besides the assent of the roof 
wan made of wood. It was separated baa 
the lower part by scantling joists, a space 
of two or three inches between them, 
through which smoke and air could freely 
paaa, but sufficient to catch any ham that 
might accidentally fall, and thus save it 
from the fire. The upper part, aa well as 
the lower, was entered by a door from the 
outaide : this upper door may be hep: 
looked, except when admitting or withdraw- 
ing hams; but the lower may be left un- 
locked, to attend to the fire, without any 
danger of the contenU above being stolen, 
aa the thief cannot pass through the open 
ings between the joisU. 

SteamPlowikg in Ebglaki).— The farm 
era in England are forming societies for (he 
purpose of profitably employing the steam- 
plow to cultivate their land. It is said to 
be vastly superior to the old system of 
plowing by horse dnaught. The time re- 
quired in turning over the soil is so much 
reduced, that every advantage can be tak 
en of the weather, and even wet days prea 
ent no auch obstacles to work with the 
■team-plow aa with the old one. The earth 
is more effectually turned over, and more 
thoroughly and exactly prepared for the 
reception of the seed ; aud, above all, mon 
ey is saved not only in the cost of tilling, 
but ia the enhanched value of the crops, 
resulting from the improved method of 
cultivation. Companies are formed for plow- 
ing and thrashiugbv steam.who rent to the 
farmers the use OR? their apparatus, and 
they are aaid to earn a very large divi 
dead; so that the new system must be 
profitable to both the farmer and the 
plowing company. 

Tamao «r Taxes. — The following rela- 
tive to the taking up of trees f< 

with the views we 
but they cannot be repeat- 
ed too ofun; they were given at a recent 
meeiing of horticulturieu at New Haven: 
An enormous amount of money is an- 
nually lost to tree purchasers from rude 
and unskillful taking up. Trees arc tan 
up by the rooU, aa if the trunk and 
branches were the one thing necessary, 
and the roots superfluous. The proper 
way is, to open a trench on each eido'nf 
the tree with a common spade, keeping the 
edge toward tke tree, so as not to cross a root. 
These trenches should be far enough from 
the tree to avoid the main rooU, and deep 
enough to go below all except a Up root, 
whieh smay be out off. This being done, 
the tree may be pulled up with iu rooU
